4. Acquisition—(a) Sculptures, ele.—-During the year eighteen anti- 
quitics (Museum Register no. 3603 to 3620) mostly consisting of stone 
sculptures and terracottas were added to the Museum, The following 
deserve special notice : 

No. 3603. Upper part of a terracotta female figure. Her head-dress 
is of special intérest. She wears heavy ornaments. Red clay. 
Late Sunga Period. 

No. 3607. Architectural piece with a chaitya window in the centre. 
A female face is carved inside this window with the hair 


arranged very tastefully in curly fashion. Red sandstone. 


Gupta Period. 

No. 3608. Lower part of a female figure wearing dhoti and four-fold 
mekhala. There are trivali marks on the waist. Red sand.
